It will be remembered that on the 318t Octo- 
ber last the 8.8. Chung On, Chinese-owned and 
manned by a Chinese crew, while ona trip to 
Nau Chau from Quanchauwan, with a cargo of 
pigs, foundered in latitude 21, N, and 110.38 E, 
about one and a half hours! steam from the 
former port, Upon getting into the Open sea she 
struck the heavy monsoon then prevailing, and 
a heavy ‘swell running-at the time, caused her 
Cargo to shift to starboard, giving her a heavy 
list, which, when the next swell came along, 
caused her to capsize, the vessel sinking in six 
fathoms of water, between the outer buoy and 
Fifty souls all told were 
lost with her, including the Chinese captain 
and officers, $20,009 also going to the bottom.

WHERE IRGASURE LIES 
IN CAINA, 


‘The following interesting article was speci- 
ally written for the Shanghai Times and ap:

The description of a prospecting journey 
through the metfopolitan province -of Chihli: 
closed about the old and copper region, near 
the Great Wall, -but south of this historic 
structure, The first place any indication of 
gold was observed was near the head 
waters of-the Tachihho, (Grent Stone River) 
fo the west of the Chihménchi coal field, 


{tn this region the feruginous granites are 


very hard and the quartzite streaks very 
narrow, Down to a depth of so or Go feet 
the seams are not much more than 7 inches 
wide,. They run more east aad west than is 
generally the case.in North China, and they 
thos give the impression that they are simply 
leads off the wider and. richer seam running 
north-east and south-west through the Wall east 
of Pingliengkow, then between Pongs’enshan 
and Taotaiying to the low hills west of Funt

North-west Of the coal field there is a hill 
called Tungteisiian or Copper Iron’ Mountain, 
There is really no copper on that, which is 
nothing more than an outcrop of magnetite. 
The region ig very broken and seried with 
numerous deep, dry bedded gullies, giving am- 
ple opportunity for geological study, This, 
however, militates against the quality of coat 
and the facilities of working the same. . In fact, 
any coal mining in the region can only be on a 
very small scale, but in this way when operated 
with the iron should be most profitable, ; 

Keeping to the high road towards Liuchia 
near ihe Liuho the: prospectorwill come on 
part of the road cut over a low granitic hilly on 
the sides of which may be seen boulders of 
starved quarlz, seemingly lying independent of 
any quatizose toad. : 


Change your course here, either to the north- | 
cast towards the Great Wall, or to the South: | 
west along that undulating line of hills with 


the’ bold, rugged peaks stretching towards the 
junction ofthe Shaho and Lango, and breaking 
suddenly off north of Yungpingfu. Here you 
will find a continuity of gozzons, in parls very 
much weathered and showing little signs of the 
pytifes once contained. Where the stam, of 
which this gozzon is the crown, crosses the 
gullies ar appears on the no:thern or weathered 
sides the natives have successfully tapped it 
notwithstanding its refractory nature, 

The works carried on in various places are 
inerely.sutface, and may be looked upon in the 
nattire of prospects, They are not bad pros 
pects either, as material taken generalty at the 
native workings panned outat from 3to7 dit. per 
ton. Such a return should under ordinary cir 
cumstances prove attractive, but under the ex- 
traordinary circumstances of cheap Chinese 
‘labour, and proximity to railway transit the 

. Prospect.looks most alluring, So alluring, in- 
deed, that since the region was visited a com- 
pany has started with the assistance of foreign 
capital to operate some of the nines on modern 
lines. Judicious management should'prove the 
value of this area, though it is by no means one 
of the really rich, areas of Chibti, : 

Some of the rare carths may be found near 
the Great Wall immediately north of Liu. 
‘chia. Some found being vanadium, didimium, 
rubidium and Janthium, Reports of natives 


stated that “white iron sands," or what wo} 


know as platinum sands, were to be found near 
the Shaho. They certainly brought in con- 
siderable samples which had passed through 
many hands, but it was impossible to ascertain 


'| who was the original finder. It was therefore 


difficult to say in what region these sands were 
secured, whether it lay te the north of the Wall 
orthe south thereof, To the north of the Wall 
gate, known as Taoliangkow, about five miles, 
a cliff overhangs the river, in which titaniferous 
iron is found in quantity with the usual asso. 
ciate of platinum, in very small Proportion. 
This Jefe the impression that platinum sands 
must be sought some distance south of this 
position in the immediate vicinity of the Wall 
itself, When the journey was made the river 
was in flood so that sand Prospecting was 
almost an impossibility, 

From Taoliang kow or Liuchia take cither a 
‘flat bottom boat along the picturesque and rug: 
ged bound Shaho, or take a pony as it is exhi- 
lerating’riding country, ind make your way to 
the old military capital of eastern Chihli known 
as Yungpingsu, a thriving trade centre, which 
tony ayo should have been made a treaty town, 
giving foreigners the right of residence for 
trade purposes, The people and o.Ecials of 
this town are most friendly to foreigners, and it 
is an interesting old town to the east of the 
Shaho just above the junction of this river with 
the Lunho. 

Further south there isa shallowing of the 
Lanho, which is used as a ferry Crossing ata 
“place called Chihmen, Overhanging this 
town there is a small kidney-shaped hill over 
which the market road lies, ‘This hill is of red 
sand-stone with an outcrop of argilacious 
lime stone, with here and there a streak of 
carboniferous slate. The undulating low hills 
east of (his abound in small fossils and the 
country carries a coal measure. The formation 
and quality being similar to that at the Linhsi 
Section of the Kaiping collieries. Linhsi ig 
however on the southern side of the railway 
and gives the impression of the complimentary 
dip of the field which runs along the northern 
side of the railway from north-east of Kuiyi 
railway station across the Lanho in the direc- 
tion of Funinghsien, This may appear to be a 
very big field and so it would be if it were con-

not intermitted by small hills suddenly rising 
from the seemingly level Chibtian plain. At
